The analytical Inquiries into the Nature of the 


Water, I flatter myſelf, are made with that Pre- 


ciſeneſs and Care, that the Experiments will anſwer in 
every Particular, when they are tryed again: And 
the Inferences deduced from them, to aſcertain the 
Proportion and Quality of the Ingredients, it is 
hoped, will be found conſonant with Reaſon, and 
appear ſatisfaftory, as far as the Nature of Things 
will admit.

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| OF THE 
TILBURY WATER. 


H E Mineral Waters uſed medicinally are 
commonly ranged under three Claſſes ; the 
Sulphureous, the Chalybeat and the Purgative; 
which may be diſtinguiſhed again different Ways, 
according to the various Combinations of their 
Ingredients. But as the chief Deſign of this 
Treatiſe is to inform the Publick of the Virtues 
and Manner of uſing only one particular Water, 
1 ſhall not enter into a nice Examination of this 
Matter, but give ſuch a general Account of the 
aforeſaid three Sorts of Mineral Springs only, as 
may be ſufficient to ſhew the ſingular Nature of 


the Tilbury Water. 


The Sulphureous, which are commonly hot 
Springs, contain, according to the Opinion of 
moſt Naturaliſts, a Solution of the Pyrites, whick 
1s compoſed of Sulphureous, Chalybeat, and Cal- 
carious Particles. The latter make up the chief 
Part of the Ingredients, as may ealily be proved by 
evaporating ſome of the Water to a Dryneſs, and 
examining the Reſidue thereof; and which is plain- 
ly ſeen at Bath, where at the clearing of the 


Spring- 


. | 
| Spring-Head in the King's-Bath, which is covered 


| by an inverted Ciſtern, to prevent the Spring 


being choaked up, are found Abundance of 
Walnut and ſmall Nut-ſhells; probably conveyed 
thither by ſubterraneous Ducts of the Spring, 
cruſted over with a pale aſh-colour gritty Sub- 
+ ſtance. The ſulphureous and chalybeat Ingredi- 
| ents bear but a very ſmall Proportion to the other, 
as you may read at large in Guidot's Treatiſe on 
the Bath Waters. | | 
| In the Chalybeat or Steel Waters, we diſcover 

ferruginous Particles combined with a neutral 
Salt, compoſed of Nitre, and a ſmall Proportion 
of common Salt: However, ſometimes the com- 
mon Salt predominates, and it muſt not be de- 
nied but that alſo vitriolick and alumlnous Salts 
are ſometimes mixt with theſe : From which 
Mixture of the Salts and the Iron in various 
| Proportions, ariſes that conſiderable Difference 
we find between the Spa, the Pyrmont, the Tun- 
bridge; the Iſlington, the Hampſtead, and other 
Chalybeat Springs, which yet all belong to the 
ſame Claſs. The Scarborough Water is alſo of 
this Order, but differs in this from the -before- 
mentioned, that it contains, with the ferruginous 
Particles, ſuch a Quantity of Salts as to render 
it purgative. | | 

The third Sort are the Purging Waters, of 
which ſome are found in almoſt every County in 
England. Several Authors have improperly called 
them Auæ Aluminaſæ, Alum Waters, becauſe 
the chief of their Contents are common Salt and 
Nitre, altho' vitriolick and aluminous Salts may 
ſometimes be mixt with them. The Ep/om, Dul- 
wich, Acton, Northall, and many other famous 
Medicinal Waters are of this Kind, 

There 
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There are alſo Waters which may be properly 
called Aluminous or Vitriolick, from the Predo- 
minancy of their Ingredients; but as they are but 
little made uſe of in the medicinal Way, they 
hardly deſerve any particular Notice. 

The Tilbury Water contains a conſiderable 
Quantity of a fine Bole-Armoniack like Earth, 
and a Salt, which, according to the ingenious, Mr. 
White, late Chemiſt at Apotbecaries Hall, comes 
neareſt of any thing to a Salt he formerly, got 
from diſtilled Crabs-Claws and Oyſter-Shells, 


both noted alcaline Bodies. And for this Reaſon, 


it is not to be numbered among the foregoing 
Claſſes, but is a Water as ſingular in its Compo- 


ſition, as it is peculiar in Virtue. The Expe- 


riments made upon it will ſet this Matter in a 
clear Light : But before I proceed to them, I beg 
leave to give the Reader a ſhort Account of the 
Well, and of the gradual Diſcovery of the ſalu- 
tary Effects of the Water. F 

The Spring from whence the Tilbury Water 


comes, is ſituated near a Farm-Houſe at Weſt- 


Tilbury in Eſſex, on the Top of a Hill, which 
is elevated about One Hundred Feet above the 
Marſhy Grounds, and is two Miles Diſtance 
from the River of Thames, Mr. Kellaway, de- 
ceaſed, the Proprietor of that Eſtate, ſunk the 
Well, in the Year 1724, for the Uſe of the 
Farm, but it was not known for any Medicinal 
Virtue till three Years after: Mr. Kellaway being 
then at his Farm, much troubled with the Gout 
and a violent Cold, ordered ſome of the Water 
to be boiled to drink with Wine, and per- 
ceiving it looked white, and that it became clear 
again upon mixing ſome White-Wine with it, 


epprehended it was not wholeſome to drink.

However, the Family telling him, that they h. 

conſtantly made uſe of it > all decades A. 
out any Hurt, and that it always boiled white 
he drank of it during the Time he then ſtayed 
there, and found himſelf chearful, and much re. 
lieved of his Gout and Cold. As he was a great 


Lover of Milk, he commonly eat fome when he 


Was at his Farm, though it ſeldom failed of giving 
| 1 ſome looſe Stools: But one Morning, after 
he had taken a Glaſs of the Water, he took ſome 
Milk, and found it did not purge him as uſual, 
Which Experiment he made many times after with 
the like Succeſs, * | 
No farther Notice was taken of the Well, 
till the Year 1731, when Mr, Kellaway, 
labouring under a Looſeneſs for about fif- 
teen or ſixteen Days, which had reduced him 
to a very low State, and being obliged to 
down to Tilbury, to look after his Farm, 
drank ſome of the Water with Wine at Night; 
the Morning following he perceived that his 
Looſeneſs was gone, and his Appetite pretty well 
reſtored, which for many Days before had intirely 
failed him. | 
This ſudden Amendment made ſo ſtrong an 
Impreffion upon his Mind, that he ordered the 
Perſon who looked after his Farm, if he found 
any of the Servants, Day-Labourers or others, 
afflicted with a Looſeneſs, to recommend to them 
the Drinking of that Water, which being done 
accordingly, they found that it generally an- 
ſwered the Expectation of thoſe who made Uſe 
of it. . FER: 
After this another Experiment was accidentally 
hit upon, confirming the Water's Efficacy in 
| curing 
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curing Diarrhza's, which put this Matter beyond 
all Doubt. ED | re 

Mr. Kellaway bred a great Number of Calves 
at his Farm. To ſtop the Looſeneſs which they 


are ſubje& to, and often proves mortal, the 


Keepers uſually made them drink a Decoction 
of Oak-Bark and Water: But knowing that 
the Water had cured Looſeneſſes, they gave it 
to the Calves, and found that it made them well; 


and obſerved farther, that not near ſo many of 


them died whilft they drank that Water, as when 
the Oak-Bark-Drink had been given them. 
A, Cure which was about that time performed 


upon a Neighbour's Child about five Years old, 


who had been, as I was informed, near three 
Years afflicted with an Ague, a ſwelled Belly and 
a Looſeneſs, added conſiderably to eſtabliſh the 


Reputation of the Well. The Boy having a con- 


ſtant Thirſt upon him, took accidentally to 
drinking this Water, perhaps finding it more 


palatable than any other thereabouts; and by De- 


grees he loſt his Ague and Looſeneſs, and partly 
his big Belly, and continued hale and ſtrong after. 
Mr. Kellaway allo obſerved, that his Aſthma was 
relieved ſo far, that the laſt two Winters (before 
he died) he. was not obliged to lie out of Town, 
as he had been for five Winters before, on Ac- 
count of his Difficulty of breathing in London, 
which he attributed to the conſtant Drinking of 
the Water. | 
Thus the Tilbury Water made its Way by ſlow 
and obſcure Steps, for want of proper Aſſiſtance 
to uſher it methodically into the World. For as 
Mr. Kellaway was not converſant in analyſing 
Mineral Waters, to form a proper Judgment 
from thence of their Virtues himſelf, and had not 
C the 
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the Opportunity of making Experiments upon 
Sick Perſons, he applied to ſome of the Faculty ; 
but being coldly told, that there were more Mi- 
neral Waters already in Uſe than were neceſſary, 
he declined making any farther Attempts - that 
Way, his Buſineſs engaging his Attention to other 


Affairs, and contented himſelf with diſtributing 


the Water gratis among his Acquaintance in Town, 
as alſo to the People at and about Tilbury, who be- 
gan to drink it for various Complaints. 

In the Year 1736 the Water began to be talked 


of pretty much, on Account of its extraordinary 


Virtues, which induced me to make ſome In- 


quiry about it: And after Mr. Kellaway had given 


me the foregoing Hiſtorical Account, and Mr. 


Deputy Pott having aſſured me that his Wife had 


been cured by it of an obſtinate Diarrhza, after 
all the Advice ſhe had taken had proved in- 


effectual, and that ſome of his Acquaintance had 


alſo experienced the fame good Effect; I under- 
took to examine the Water by various Experi- 


ments. Mr. bite, before mentioned, at the 
Requeſt of ſome Gentlemen of the Royal Society, 


did the fame; and upon comparing Notes, we 


agreed in the following Particulars, viz.

EXPERIMENTS On the SALT: 


I. 


Two Pounds of Tilbury Water being put into a 
Retort, and diſtilled to a Dryneſs, there was left 
behind ſixty Grains of Subſtance, of a pungent 
Taſte : After the Water was half diſtilled, it ap- 


. peared in the Retort as if ſome Drops of Oil were 


floating on the Surface. 


II. 


What was left in the Retort was two Parts Salt, 
the third an inſipid Earth, the Colour of yellow 


Ocre; the Salt looked paler, when ſeparated from 
its Earth. 


III. 


The Salt being put on a red-hot Iron, cauſed a 
very ſmall Hiſſing; what was left on the Iron was 
of an Aſh Colour, taſting as hot and fiery as cal- 
cined Salt of Tartar, or fixed Nitre. 


IV. 


Spirit of Vitriol, Spirit of Salt, Aqua Fortis, 
diſtilled Vinegar and other Acids, poured on the 
Salt, cauſe an Ebullition. 


V. 


Oil of Tartar per deliquium, and other Alkalis, 
being put to the Salt, cauſe no Ebullition. 


VI. 
The Salt turns Syrup of Violets green inſtantly. 


VII. 


The Salt put to Sal Armoniac, finely powdered, 
opens the Body of it in a ſmall Degree, ſo as to 
diſcern it has as a little volatile Smell.

A ſtrong Solution of the Salt in Spring- Water 
immediately precipitates Saccharum Saturni of a 
pale yellowiſh Colour,

Neither the Salt, nor the Water, precipitate a 
Solution of Sublimate. 


Whilſt I was about the Second Edition, I made 
the following Obſervations for the better Diſcove 
of the Nature of the Ingredients of this Water, 
viz. To the IXth and laſt Experiment on the 
Salt I add Experiment X. That it 1s true, neither 
the Water nor Salt precipitate a Solutidn of Subli- 
mate preſently ; however, the Reſidue from the 
Tilbury Water turns the milk-white Solution of 
Sublimate into a muddy pale Yellow, which by 
Degrees ſubſides and leaves the Liquor clear, and 
a white Precipitate at Bottom, almoſt like the So- 
lution of Lime-Water, which Tournefort gives an 
Account of in the Preface to his Hiſtory of Plants, 
p. m. xiii. 


Exper. XI. (which ſhould have been added to 


Exper. IV.) I poured Spirit of Nitre upon ſome 


of the Reſidue; it fermented ſtrongly, and turned 
to a deep Orange-Colour. . 


Exper. XII. To a Solution of Silver in Spirit 
of Nitre I on ſome Tilbury Water boiled, which 
turned it of a Colour as white as Milk, and pre- 
ſently white curdy Flakes ſubſided. - Inco fome 
of that Solution I poured common Spring Water; 
it turned white, but not of ſo ſtrong a milky Co- 
lour as the other, and remained without any Sub- 
ſidence a conſiderable while. ä 


Exper. 
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Exper. XIII. I diſſolved two Leaves of beat Sil- 
ver in about Zjſs. of Spir, Nitr. then lowered it 
with about zjis. of common Water, and put to 
it about two Grains of the Reſidue, which fer- 
mented, and changed the Solution from a yellow- 
iſh Caſt into a milk-white Colour and curdled in 
five Minutes time, and by degrees ſubſided and 


left the Liquor clear like Water, with a white 


Precipitate at Bottom, 


Exper. XIV. I took Spirit of Nitre, and low- 
ered it with common Water, till ſcarce any Aci- 
dity was perceivable; then I put in ſome of the 
Reſidue, and it inſtantly fermented. —I put in 
ſome Chalk: it fermented alſo, but very ſlowly, 
not ſo quick and briſk as the Reſidue.— Then 
I lowered the Liquor again, till Chalk did not 
ferment viſibly any more, but the Reſidue did. 
Afterwards I put in ſome common Salt; it did 
not fermetn—and then ſome Nitre, which alſo 
did not ferment.—Then I mixt Chalk and com- 
mon Salt, which fermented violently, but did not 
bubble up and ſpread like the Reſidue. And 
laſtly I tried a Mixture of Chalk, Salt, and Ni- 
tre, equal Parts, which made an Appearance juſt 


like the Reſidue, 


Exper. XV. I made a ſtrong Infuſion of Galls 
till it came of a browniſh-yellow Colour, then 
ut in ſome of the Reſidue, upon which the In- 
fuſion became of a pale Yellow, and dropt a white 
Sediment inabout a Quarter of an Hour. 


Exper. XVI. I diſſolved ſome Roman Vitriol 
in common Water, then put in ſome of the Re- 
ſidue; the Solution did not grow muddy as Salt 
of Wormwood made it, but became of a paler 


Blue, and gradually dropt a whitiſh Sediment. 


Exper, 
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Exper. XVII. I took ſome of the Spirit of Ni- 
tre lowered to a very ſmall Degree of Acidity, and 
touched coarſe blue Paper with it, which imme- 
diately turned of a brick-red Colour, and after- 
wards grew yellow. This Paper I wetted with 
ſome of the Reſidue and Tilbury Water; but it 


' underwent hardly any Change, except that it 


looked of a little darker Blue. I afterwards tryed 
a Solution of common Salt, then a Solution of 
Nitre, and laſtly a Solution of Salt and Nitre, 
but there was no viſible Difference; if any thing, 
the Tilbury Water and Reſidue made the Colour 
a little darker, | 

Exper. XVIII. To Exper. VI. I ſubjoin, for the 


better Diſcovery of the Nature of the Salt, that 
I mixt Powder of Nitre and warm Water with 


Syrup of Violets, which remained of a blue Co- 
lour.— Il made ſome Nitre almoſt red hot and 


tryed again, but no Alteration enſued. — Then 


I tryed common Salt, which produced a purpliſh 
Colour, and faint Appearance of Green — and 
being made very hot, it made a very good Green, 
tho? not ſo ſtrong nor ſo ſoon as the following, viz. 
I took common Salt and Nitre, heated almoſt 
to Calcination; they turned the Syrup preſently 
into a fine Green, almoſt like the Reſidue of Ti- 
Bury Water: Before they were thus heated it was 
ſome Time before the Syrup of Violets turned a 
little greeniſh only. | 
Exper. XIX. I took ſome of the Salt and diſ- 
folved it in Water; then put a Drop on a Glaſs, 


and evaporated the Humidity from it; and thro? 


the Microſcope there appeared irregular. cubical 
Figures, intermixt with priſmatical, but not quite 
ſpear-like particles,

Exper. XX. I put ſome of the Reſidue in In- 
fuſion with Spirits of Wine, which turned a little 
towards a Straw Colour. 

Exper. XXI. I had two Bottles of Tilbury 
Water given me, which a Perſon who had taken 
a Parcel of them to Eaſt-India, had brought back 
again. The Water was very clear, and rather 
had loſt a little of its natural ſtraw-coloured Hue; 
the Taſte ſeemed to be as uſual, and it boiled 
white, and fined down with white Wine and 
Acids hke that taken freſh from the Spring. 
One of the Bottles I had evaporated, and from 
thirty Ounces of Water I got twelve Grains 
of Reſidue, anſwerable in Colour, Taſte, and in 
all Experiments, to that ſeparated from ſome of 
the new-drawn Water. This Proportion of the 
Reſidue falls far ſhort of what is mentioned in 
Exper. I. on the Salt, and muſt be accounted for 
thus; That there was not quite ſo much Water; 
That fome of the Reſidue in that long Voyage 
might ſubſide and ſtick to the Bottom of the 
Bottle; and that perhaps that Water was pumped 
in a wet Seaſon, or after the Well had been 
very much worked; in both which Caſes the 
Spring is not ſo ſtrong, and for which Reaſon Care 
ſhould be taken to bottle the Water in dry Wea- 


ther, and not to exhauſt the Well roo much at one 


time. Which Obſervation is corroborated by the 
following Experiment, viz. That I got from a 
Quart of the Water, that had been drawn in a 
dry Seaſon, ſixty-three Grains of Reſidue, of 
the ſame Taſte and Virtue with that in Exper. I. 
and II. on the Salt, the Colour not quite ſo dark. 
as that mentioned there,

_ Exper. XXII. 1 had a Bottle of Brio! Water 


evaporated; which contained more than a Quart, 


and had no more than ten Grains of a gritty Sub- 
ſtance, the Colour of Portland Stone, taſting 
hke Sea-Salt, nothing like the Pungency of that 
from Tilbury Water, which affects the Tongue 
much like a fixed A{kal:, but is ſomething cooler, 
and has not ſo much of the Zmpyreuma : So that 
the Tilbury Water is much ſtronger, and muſt be 
more powerful than the Brito] Water, in all Ca- 
ſes where that is preſcribed, ſuppoſing the Ingre- 
dients to be equally efficacious and of the ſame 
Nature. | | 

Exper. XXIII. I calcined ſome of the Reſidue, 
and having powdered it very fine, I moved a 
Load-ſtone cloſe over it various Ways, but found 
no Stirring at all among the Powder, nor that an 
thing would ſtick to it, tho' I touched the Powder 
with the Load- ſtone; by which it is plain, that 
no ferruginous Particles are diſcoverable in the 
Water. | 

Exper. XXIV. If you boil ſome of the Water, 
it riſes very high in great Bubbles, like Milk and 
Water mixed. | 


OBSERVATIONS upon the EXPERIMENTS. 


"Theſe Experiments lead us on to make the fol- 
lowing Ob/ervations, in order to form a probable 
Conjecture concerning the Nature of the Ingre- 
dients of the Water. And, | 

1%. From Exper. I. on the Water, we ſee that 
it is heavier than common Water, which ought 
not to be an Objection againſt the Uſe of it, fince 
the Ponderoſity proceeds from the great Quan- 
tity of the Medicinal Ingredients, Vide Exper. on 
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the Salt, I. and II. which doubtleſs are rendered 
very active by that great Proportion of Air, 
which appears to be in the Water from Exper. 
XXIV. and the Preſence of which ſhould natu- 
ally argue that the Water is of an active Nature, 
and palles off eaſily. 

" 24ly. That the Reſidue got by evaporating 
ſome of the Water is of an Alkaline Nature, ap- 
pears plain from Exper. VI. on the Water, and 
Exper. IV. V. and VI. on the Salt ; for Acids turn 
the blue Colour of Syrup of Violets into red; as 
likewiſe from Exper. VIII. on the Water; where- 
as Milk would curdle when boiled with it, if the 
Salt were of the acid Kind, conſidering the great 
Proportion there is of it in the Water. And from 
Experiment X. we learn, that neither Vitriol, nor 
Steel, nor Alum, are in the Water ſo as to be diſ- 
cernible, otherwiſe: it would tinge an Infuſion of 
Galls of a purpliſh or blackiſh Colour. All the 
other Experiments from N' X. to XIX. incluſive, 
confirm that the Water contains nothing of an 
acid Nature. But to diſcover the particular Kind 
of this Salt, let us take a ſeparate View of ſome 
Salts, which, if it does not abſolutely determine 
the Judgment concerning the true Nature of our 
Salt, there being hardly any in Nature to be found 
without Mixture, it will at leaſt enable us to give 
a Gueſs at it, with an Appearance of Probabi- 
lity. | 

"fn Exper. XIV. we find that Nitre and com- 
mon Salt, mixt in exqual Proportion, occaſioned 
the ſame Sort of Fermentation as the Reſidue 
from Tilbury Water. And in Exper. XVIII. it 
appears that Nitre and common Salt, mixed and 


heated, tinged Syrup of Violets of a green Co- 
| lour 
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lour like the Reſidue. To corroborate theſe 


- * Phenomena alſo ſee Exper. XIX. where this Salt 


appeared like a Mixture of cubical and priſma- 
tical, but not quite ſpear-like Particles : For Sea, 
or muriatick or common Salt, is, by the Na- 
turaliſts, ſaid to be of a cubical Figure, and 
Nitre priſmatical, with a triangular equilateral 
Baſis; and theſe Salts intimately united, we 
obſerve to produce an Appearance, under the 
Microſcope, much like unto the Salt of this 
Water. 

From theſe Obſervations, the neareſt Conjec- 
ture we can make, is, that the Ingredients of 
the Water are a fine Bole-like Earth, accom- 
panyed by a neutral Salt, compoſed of Nitre 
and common Salt imitating a fixt alkaline Salt, 
as much as a natural Salt, not being a Creature 
of the Fire, can well do, To this we may add, 
that there is alſo a little ſulphureous Matter mixt 
with it, becauſe when the Water was half diſtill- 
ed away, it appeared in the Retort as if ſome 
Drops of Oil were floating on the Surface, Vide 
Exper. I. on the Salt : And that the Reſidue tin- 
ged Spirit of Wine a little, Exper. XX. ſeems to 
confirm the ſame Conjecture; likewiſe Ex- 
per. XXIV. telling us of the Bubbles riſing very 
high, may intimate, as if ſome unctuous or ſul- 
phureous Matter there were, which occaſioned 
the Coheſion of the Particles of the Water ſo as 
not to let the Air incloſed eſcape without ſome 
Difficulty ; and may not the deep yellow Colour, 
Exper. XI. proceed from a ſulphureous Ingre- 
dient ? 

Thus have I briefly taken a View of ſuch Ex- 
periments, as were thought moſt proper to de- 
monſtrate the Nature of the Ingredients of this 
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Water; the others, which ſeem not ſo clearly 


concluſive, may ſerve to illuſtrate and corrobo- 
rate ſome Points; therefore I have added them 
here, and left them to the Speculation of the 


Reader. 


The Water is as clear as any Spring Water, 
but not altogether ſo white, it having a little 
Caſt 1 upon the Straw- Colour. It has a pleaſant 
Taſte, and affects the Tongue with a kind of 
Fulneſs, not unlike as if a ſmall Quantity of 
Milk was mixt with Water; and none, but a 
very nice. Palate, can diſcover any ſaline Taſte 
in it. The Mineral Particles are ſo well mixt 
and united with it, that ſcarce any Sediment is 
to be perceived at the Bottom of the Bottles, 
after ſeveral Months keeping; and Mr. Kellaway 
had ſome by him in a Caſk 14 or 15 Months, at 
the End of which Time it was found perfectly 
fine, boiled white, Sc. and ſeemed as efficacious 
as when firſt pumped from the Spring ; bur it 
taſted a little of the Caſk, and looked of a 
deeper Colour, owing in all Probability to a 
Tincture it had received from the Wood; for 


which Reaſon it ought to be kept in Bottles only, 


if you would preſerve it in its original Purity, 
For the Encouragement of Sca-faring Perſons 
I will add, though it has been intimated already 
in the Experiments, that ſome of it has been car- 


_ ried to the Eaſt and Meſt-Indies, and back again, 


and kept fine the whole Voyage, 


TheV1irTuets of the TIL BURY WATER. 


As to the Virtues of the Water, it has been 


found to cure, like a Specific, the Diarrhæa, 
Dyſentery, the Bleeding of the Piles, and im- 
moderate Fluxes of the Menſes; and is of great 
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Service in the Fluor Abus and Semipal Weak 
neſſes, from Exceſs of Yenery, after the Cure of 


Gonorrhœa's, or from other Cauſes. It likewiſe ; 


relieves the Gravel, and Stone, the Aſthma, and 
Complaints from the Gout, as well as Diſorders of 
the Bowels, and the Scorbutick Taint. 

Theſe ſeveral Diſeaſes proceeding from different 
Cauſes, it may perhaps ſeem to ſome contra- 
diftory, that one and the ſame Remedy ſhould be 
good for them all; therefore I will endeavour to 
ſolve this Difficulty by. expatiating a little upon 
the Manner in which this Water operates upon 
the Human Body. It acts both as a Reſtringent 
and a Deobſtruent, Many may think this a Con- 
tradiction in Terms; however, that both theſe 
Virtues may be united in the ſame Remedy, we 
ſee by the Example of Steel, which every one, 
who has any Skill in Phyſick, knows to act in 
this double Capacity. The Earthy Particles in 
the Water furniſh a Reſtringent, and the Saline, 
a Deobſtruent quality. If a Diarrhæa or Looſe- 
neſs proceeds from an acid Ferment in the Sto- 
mach, or Acrimony vellicating the membranous 
Coat of the Bowels, the Water dilutes and waſhes 
them away, and the alkaline Subſtance in it cor- 
rects them; and if from a Relaxation, the Bole- 
like Particles gently reſtringe and reſtore the 
Fibres to their natural Tone again. Or if both 
Cauſes concur in forming the Diſtemper, the 
Water anſwers them at the ſame Time, and by 
abſorbing and ſheathing the Acrimony of the 
Blood, it prevents the inteſtinal Gland from 
diſtilling any more of that pungent Liquid, 
which, by irritating the Fibres of the Bowels, 


| occaſioned thoſe frequent Motions for going to 


Stool, 
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Stool. As a Diuretick alſo it carries off the 
Sharpneſs of the Blood, and the urinar Paſſages 
being powerfully opened ; the other Evacuation 
cannot be ſupplied ſo plentifully as before, and 
thus the Diſorder is cured radically. The Water 

rforms this in ſo excellent a Degree, that two 
or three Bottles, properly taken, have cured ob- 


ſtinate Looſeneſſes: And though I have preſcribed 


it to many Perſons in this Caſe, T have not found, 
it to fail, when given in due Form and with the 
nece flary Precautions, upon which the Succeſs 
even of the moſt ſovereign Remedy greatly de- 
pends. Thus likewiſe the Bark in the Hands of 
one may miſs curing an intermittent Fever, till 
another comes, who by directing it according to 
Art, or joining ſome other aſſiſtant Remedy with 


it, ſucceeds in his Endeavours. I muſt own I 


have heard ſome complain that the Water did not 
anſwer their Expectation; but then it was for Want 


of taking it in a proper Manner or Quantity, or 


that they had .not obſerved the Regimen which 

ought to be purſued during the Drinking of it. 
The Water. has at preſent ſo great a Reputation 
for curing Diarrhæa's among the Public, that it 
would be looked upon in me impertinent to ſwell 
this Treatiſe with Cures of that Kind; therefore 
1 will defire thoſe that have any Doubt that Way, 
to peruſe John Beſt's Caſe at the End of the 
Pamphlet, and Caſe VIII. Mr. Meadows*, the 
Publiſher hereof, will alſo inform you of an Ac. 
quaintance of his, belonging to the Cuſtom- houſe, 
who by a Looſeneſs was quite emaciated and 
brought to Death's Door, notwithſtanding he had 
followed 


Mr. Meadow: publiſhed the firſt and ſecond Edition, but 
is dead ſince. 
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followed the Advice of ſeveral Phyſicians a long 
while, without Effect, and was at laſt, to a Sur- 
priſe, cured by drinking this Water; beſides ſe- 
veral other Caſes of this Nature. Or if any will 
apply to me, I will give them farther Satisfaction; 
but the ſhorteſt Way is to make a Trial your- 
ſelves, which will ſoon convince you of the Vera- 
city hereof, You need not apprehend any ill 
Effects from it, for I have ordered it to Perſons of 
all Ages, even to very young Children, when 
troubled with what they call Watery, or more. 
properly, bilious, griping Stools; to Women in 
Child-bed, in intermittent, nervous, hectic, and in- 
flammatory Fevers, the Conſumption, and the 
Small Pox, upon ſeveral Occaſions, with good Suc- 
ceſs, in many of which Caſes reſtringent Medicines, 
or Styptics, which commonly increaſe the preter- 
natural Heat of the Body, might have proved de- 
trimental ; which Circumſtance gives this Water a 
very great Preheminence above otier Reſtringents. 
It cures the Dyſentery or Bloody-Flux, by cor- 
recting the Acrimony vellicating and corroding 
the Bowels, and by gently reſtringing the Orifi- 
ces of the relaxed or corroded {ſmall Blood- Veſſels 
in them; and thus it proves an efficacious Medi- 
cine in any other Flux of Blood. However, the 

Fair-Sex need not be afraid of its Reſtringency, 
which in the Healthy only proves a ftrength- 
ening Quality; for ſome, to my Knowledge, have 
drunk it for a long Time without any Default at 


all in the Catamænia. At the End of the Pam- 


phler, the Reader may ſee two remarkable Cures 
of the Dyſentery, viz. Caſe III. of Foſeph Bur- 
rell, and Caſe VI. of Wilkam Williams. See alſo 
Caſe VII. to which for Brevity's Sake I refer you. 

Several Ladies have taken it for immoderate 
Fluxes of the Menſes, of the Lochia, and when 
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in danger of Mifearrying; che Reader Gill excuſe 


my not being more particulat in theſe Caſes, 
or mentiching Names. 1 had a Patient about 
a Year ago, a young man, who was ſo ſubject 
to an Hæmorrhage from the . Noſe, that every 
little Exerciſe, br Heat, brought it on, and as 
foon as he had grown warm in Bed his Noſe fell 
4 bleeding, by which he was become very pale, 
feeble, and languid, and emaciated to a great 
Degree. He had taken Medicines by the Advice 
of an Apothecary for a conſiderable Time, but 
could not get well; I ordered him a Decoftion 
of the Bark with ſome of the Elix. Vitriol. Mynſ. 
in it, of which however he had taken already be- 
fore; and to drink Tilbury Water for his conſtant 
Drink; which ſoon made a perfect Cure, and he 


has continued well ever ſince. Another young 
Man, who, for Scorbutic Breakings-out in his 


Face; had taken Mr, Ward's Pill, which vomited 
and purged him moſt violently, and after which 


he Brought up every Morning, and often at other 


Times, two or three Spoonfuls, ſometimes more, 
of florid Blood, with coughing and ſtraining. 
He had alſo taken ſeveral Medicines from an 
Apothecary, but without Effect: He was ſhort- 


breathed, emaciated, and had a HeAaic Pulſe. 


However, by way of Revulſion, 1 ordered him 
to loſe five or fix Ounces of Blood from his 
Arm, and preſcribed him an Electuary, with 
ſome of the & 


of Tilbury Water after it, with ſome of the Elixir 
Vitriol. alſo pectoral Medicines, and to take 774 
bury Water for his common Drink. In a few 
Days the Spitting of Blood went off, and he 
ſeemingly mended apace; but ſome time 
atter he got Cold, and relapſed into his Forage,

ortex in it, and to drink a Draught 
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Diſorder, and growing fo weak as not to be able 
to attend his Buſineſs, I ordered him to go into 
the Country, to ride on Horſe-back, and to fol- 
low the Courſe I formerly had preſcribed for him, 
But he ſoon after that died; whether he had ſtrict- 
ly obſerved my Method or no, I cannot ſay. 

From the Nature of the Water it may be eaſily 
inferred, That it muſt be good for the Fluor Albus. 
However, as this 1s a Diſtemper not eaſy to be 
cured, the Water, unleſs it is properly aſſiſted, 
will do no great Service. The Indications here 
are to free the uterine Glands of their pituitous 
Iafarctions, and then to ſtrengthen their Tone. 
The firſt is done by evacuating Medicines, which 
being duly premiſed, the Water may then be 
uſed, with alterative and balſamic Medicines, c. 
and thus has this very obſtinate Diſtemper been 
conquered in a ſhort Time. Many have alſo 
been cured of Gleets, from Exceſs of Venery, 
frequent or ill-cured Gonorrhceas, or other Cauſes, 
by the aforeſaid Method : But purging Medicines 
ought to be uſed here with Caution, for Fear of 
increaſing the Relaxation of the Parts. | 

The Water 1s alſo good for the Gravel, as 
may be ſeen from Caſe II. of Mr. Krull. I have 
known ſeveral who have been greatly relieved by 
it in gravelly Complaints, which, as they were 
not very bad, I ſcarcely think their Cates worth 


inlerting here. However, I heard of one who 


was much in Mr. Kruls Circumſtances, but as 
the Gentleman is out of Town at ſome Diſtance, 
I could not well get a ſatisfactory Account of 
his Complaint. 
In the Aſthma, Rheumatiſm, and Gout itſelf, 
it has been of Service, as may be inſtanced from 
Mr. K—'s Example, who, whillt he drank it con- 


ſtantly, was not troubled with thoſe Diſorders as 


he had been formerly. He farther obſerved this 
additional Benefit, that his Legs, which were 
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apt to ſwell and pit, were not then ſubje& to that 


Inconvenience; and that his Feet, which uſed to 
be cold and ſeemingly numbed, had a gentle and 


natural Warmth in them, like that of a young Man. 


I have ſince adviſed Perſons ſubject to the Gout 
and Rheumatiſm, to drink it, with good Succeſs, 
and particularly one Gentleman, who was fre- 
quently troubled with the Gout, his Feet remain- 
ing very tender afterwards; by drinking of this 
Water ſome time, and uſing Stomachic and Eva- 
cuating Medicines between whiles, he was pretty 
eaſy in his Feet, could walk better than before, and 
had no Fit, to be Jaid up, for almoſt two Years. 
That the Water is a good Remedy for the 
bleeding Piles, appears very plain from Caſe I. and 
V. however ſome have been diſcouraged from drink- 
ing it, imagining, that if this Evacuation is ſtopt, the 
Humours may lodge elſe-where, and perhaps be de- 

ſited upon a nobler Part. Although I have not 
found this to happen, becauſe the Water cools the 
Blood, and as an Anti-ſcorbutick, abſorbs the acri- 
monious Particles, which occaſion this Evacuation, 
and thus removes the Diſtemper by ſtriking at the 
Cauſe ; yet in Caſe of Doubt, a Phyſician is to be 
conſulted, who may -preſcribe proper Medicines to 
evacuate the peccant Matter; and thus the Water 
may be uſed with all the Safety imaginable, 

I ſhall only mention, by Way of Direction, two 
"Caſes; the one was the bleeding Piles, the other 
ſwelled without any Diſcharge of Blobd. T he firſt 
an elderly Gentleman, who was accuſtomed to 
drink his Bottle freely ; the other had employed 
his Conſtitution very liberally among the Fair 
Sex, both of a hilious Conſtitution; who having 
drank the Water, and finding, that by indura- 
ting the Fæces it put them to great Pain, I order- 
ed them a lenitive Medicine, of which they took 
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every Night going to reſt ; and then the Water 
had the deſired Effect. 
Many have alſo drank the Water for Pains in 
the Stomach and Bowels, and found that it 
ſtrengthens the Viſcera, and helps the Digeſtion, - 
expels Wind, corrects the Sourneſs in the Stomach, 
and carries off the Crudities in the Bowels ; and 
thus it is of Service in moſt Cholical Diſorders 
of the firſt Paſſages. I adviſed an elderly Gentle- 
man to take it, who having been a Lover of 
„ Punch in his younger Days, complained of a 
: continual Acidity in his Stomach, and Indigeſ- 
tion, for which he had taken all Kinds of Medi- 
cines and Waters; he found ſo great a Benefit 
tom it immediately, that he imagined he ſhould +» 
get a perfect Cure, and thinking it more efficaci 
ous at the Spring-Head, went to Tilbury and drank 
it there for about three Weeks, and returned to 
Town quite eaſy. However, ſome Time after he 
relapſed ; he drank it again, and was much reliey- 
ed by it, but ſince that he is gone out of England. 
Others, whoſe Complaints were not of ſo long ſtand- 
ing, I have known perfectly cured by it, calling in 
ſometimes to Aſſiſtance ſtomachic, carminative, 
or evacuating Medicines, as Occaſion required. 
In various Sorts of ſcorbutic Diſorders it has 
been uſed with good Succeſs, and ſome have 
been cured by it of a Redneſs and Pimples in 
the Face, which they had been troubled with for 
many Years, Of theſe Mr. K— himſelf was 
an Inſtance, and ſome Ladies of his Acquaint- 
ance ; I have ſince alſo ſeen it ſucceed in a young 
Gentleman. However, I muſt obſerve, that in 
ſome hot Conſtitutions. it is not ſo proper, or if 
ſuch ſhould take it, they ought to uſe cooling eva- 
cuating Medicines at the ſame time. 
I ordered it one Time in a Diabetes, to a Gen- 
tlewomec.. who found ſome Relief at firſt: But 
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the Caſs was too fat gone, for ſhe ſoon after died 
of a total Relaxation and Mortification. A Gen- 
tleman who had been troubled ſome Time with 
this Diſtemper, applying to me, I found fome Rea- 
ſons to preſcribe him a different Regimen of Life, 
and to drink this Water ; which he followed, and 
ſoon was cured, I underſtand that a. Gentle- 
woman in the Country has drank the Water 
for a Diabetes, and has received great Benefit 
from it, without ty any Advice at all, only 
from this Way of Reaſoning, That if this Wa- 
ter contains the ſame Sort of Ingredients as the 
Briſtol Water, and even in a much greater Quan- 
tity, it muſt be good for a Diabetes, which the 
Briſtol Water is ſaid to be a ſpecifick Remedy for. 


However, Time and farther Experience will ſhew 


us whether this Way of Reaſoning is concluſive 
Or not. - 

In hypochondriac and hyſteric Diſorders, 1 
cannot ſay I-haye made ſufficient Trial of it, to 
know the Extent ef its Virtue, becauſe People 
under thoſe Circumſtances are loth to truſt to ſuch 
ſimple Remedies. But I have obſerved, that 
ſome who were ſubject to Lowneſs of Spirits, 
whilſt they were drinking it for other Complaints, 
found themſelves briſk and lively, and all that 
Time knew nothing of their habitual Ailment. 
I attended about two Years ago a Gentleman of 
an hypochondriacal Diſpoſition, ill of a nervous 
Fever, which being brought to a Remiſſion, he 
had the Bark given him, upon which the Vio- 
lence of the Fever abated ;. but a feveriſh Heat 
ſtill lurked about him, his Pulſe was low, but 
quick; and he gained no Strength, though he cat 
tolerably well. As he was forbid Malt Liquor, 
which commonly difagreed with him, I adviſed 
him to drink Tilbury Water for his common Drink, 


either with a little Wine, or without, upon which. 


he ſoon recovered. 
Another 
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Another of the ſame Complexion, complained 
of a Fever, as he called it, upon his Spirits, with 
a Loſs of Appetite, which he had laboured under 
many Months, ſo that from a luſty Man, he way 
become lean and emaciated, and ſweared profuſely 
in Bed, and upon the leaſt Motion, which ren- 
dered him quite ſpiritleſs and languid. He had 
taken Advice at Bath, the Place of his Abode, 
drank thoſe Waters, after that the Briſtol Water, 
then was ſent to Tunbridye, all without Succeſs : 
And having read my frft Pamphlet he aſked me 
if the Tilbury Water could be prejudicial to him? 
I replied, I fancied it would do him no Harm, 
and perhaps might be of ſome Advantage; then 
ordered him a Bitter to take with the Water, of 
which I preſcribed him to drink a certain Quantity 
a Day, by which Means he mended ſoon, and 
returned to Bath highly ſatisfied; from which 
2 he has ſent for ſeveral Parcels of Water 
nce. 

The Manner of uſing the TIL BVRY WATER. 

Come we next to conſider how the Water 
operates, and the Manner of drinking it. Moſt 
commonly it paſſes off by Urine or Perſpiration; 
ſometimes it purges at firſt drinking, when it 
meets with Crudities in the firſt Paſſages, for 
which Reaſon it is adviſeable to premiſe ſome 
general Evacuations before you begin a Courſe 
of the Water. A Doſe of purging Phyſic is 
alſo often neceſſary during the drinking and after, 
co evacuate ſuch Crudities as have been attenuated 
and looſened, which may be the Caſe when it is 
taken for ſcorbutic or other Diſorders proceeding 
from a Vilcidity of the Juices and Obſtructions. 
3 It commonly fits very ealy upon the Stomach, 
and gently warms it; it ſtrengthens the Apperite 
and promotes Digeſtion, and renders the Tee 
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briſk and full of Vigour. It warms the Blood, 
and in the Beginning often occaſions a Tingling 
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in the Skin ; but this goes off when the Cauſe 
is removed. And though Looſeneſſes are cured 
by it, the Stools are ſeldom ſo hard, during the 
Drinking, as to be troubleſome ; if this ſhould 
happen, a lenitive Medicine will ſoon eaſe the 
Patient. 4 | 

The Quantity to be taken cannot well be de- 
termined till the Caſe, Age, Sex, Habit of Body, 
and other Circumſtances, have been duly conſi- 
dered. The Medium is a Quart a Day, for adult 
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- Perſons, viz. Half a Pint in the Morning, as much 
IE; at Night going to Bed, and the reſt at any Time of 
+; the Day; though I have known a Gentleman drink 
if four Bottles a Day with Advantage. 

1 No poſitive Rule can be laid down about the 


Time how long the Water 1s to be drank; for 
this depends entirely upon the Nature of the Caſe, 
A recent Looſeneſs is generally cured with a 
few Bottles, but one of a long ſtanding, where 
the Bowels are in a weak State, and Nature has 
accuſtomed herſelf to this Way of Evacuation, 
the Perſpiration, which ſhould carry off the great- 
eſt Part of ſuperfluous Moiſture, being almoſt 
vacated, the Water ſhould be drank a good 
while, as you may ſee from Caſe IV. of Joby 
Beſt. This is likewiſe the Caſe in Hæmorrhages; 
ſome have been cured of an immoderate Proflu- 
vium of the Catamænia by 2 or 3 Bottles only, 
when others, whoſe Veſſels are very much re- 
laxed, and the Blood full of ſcorbutic Salts, may 
perhaps be obliged to drink a great deal of it. 

In ſcorbutic Caſes, where the whole Maſs of 
Blood is to be altered, the Water muſt be con- 
* tinued a good while; and in ſhort, the Time 
„ ol uling it is ſo long, till the intended Cure be 
af obtained: 
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obtained: And you will be encouraged to perſe- 
vere therein, when you find that you are the ber. 
ter for drinking it, and that it agrees with your 
Conſtitution, makes you eat, and digeſt, and 
ſleep well, and diffuſes a gentle Heat throughout 
the whole Body, and invigorates all the animal 
Functions thereof. 

Moderate Exerciſe is very proper during the 
Courſe of the Water, and if you find it don't fit 
eaſy upon the Stomach, or pals off well, you ſhould 
take a Draught warm in the Morning, before you 
riſe, the horizontal Poſture being of great Service 
to help all Kind of Secretions: Stomachic and 
Diuretic Medicines are very uſeful in this Caſe. 

In your Diet obſerve to abſtain from Vinegar, 
Pepper, or Salt, and chooſe ſimple Food, whether 
from the vegetable or animal Kind, and ſuch as 
is eaſieſt for Digeſtion: Above all I recommend 
eating of Milk, it agreeing very well with the 
Water; upon ſome Occaſions I order Milk to be 
mixt with it. You ſhould drink no Beer, Ale, 
or Cyder, but Wine and Water. In Caſe of 
Looſeneſſes or Fluxes, you may mix the Water 
with red Wine, otherwiſe with white Wine, which 
drinks pleaſanteſt. 

I have ordered Perſons ſubje& to the Aſthma, 
to boil a Spoonful of Honey in a Quart of the 
Water, and to ſkim it, which makes a very agree- 
able and powerful pectoral Drink; the like you 
may obtain by boiliag or infuſing ſome pectoral 
or emollient Plant in it.
